WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
welfare rolls edged downward in fiscal 
19 73 for the first time in sev en y ears, 
while the rise in ex penditu res slowed 
m arkedly ,

gov ernment report released today . 
Department of Health, Edu cation 
and Welfare figu res show that 14.8 
million persons were receiv ing pu blic 
assistance at the end of last Ju ne, a 
decrease of 249 ,000 or 1.$ per cent 
fewer than a y ear ago. 
Costs for federal-state welfare 
programs totaled $19 .4 billion for the 
12-month period, an increase of $1.1 
billion or 6 per cent ov er fiscal 1972 
when spending shot u p 17.4 per cent 
and the nu mber of recipients topped 
the 15-million mark. 
'Hie last time the nation’s welfare 
caseload decreased was in 19 6 7, when 
a net loss of abou t 100,000 recipients 
dropped the total 1.2 per cent to 7.7 
million persons. 
Then, the rolls began spiraling 
u pward each y ear, to 9 .1 million, 10.2 
million, 12.2 million, 14.3 million and 
15.1 million. 
The bu lk of the fiscal 1973 redu ction 
occu rred among the elderly , who were 
shifted off welfare when they began 
receiv ing higher Social Secu rity 
benefits, and those persons on general 
assistance which inv olv es no federal 
fu nds.

In Nation's 
W elfare Rolls 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
welfare rolls edged downward in fiscal 
1973 for the first time in seven years, 
while the rise in expenditures slowed 
m ark ed ly , 
according 
to 
a 
new 
government report released today. 
Departm ent of Health, Education 
and Welfare figures show that 14.8 
million persons were receiving public 
assistance at the end of last June, a 
decrease of 249,000 or 1.$ per cent 
fewer than a year ago. 
C osts for fe d e ra l-sta te w elfare 
program s totaled $19.4 billion for the 
12-month period, an increase of $1.1 
billion or 6 per cent over fiscal 1972 
when spending shot up 17.4 per cent 
and the num ber of recipients topped 
the 15-million mark. 
The last tim e the nation’s welfare 
caseload decreased was in 1967, when 
a net loss of about 100,000 recipients 
dropped the total 1.2 per cent to 7.7 
million persons. 
Then, the rolls began 
spiraling 
upward each year, to 9.1 million, 10.2 
million, 12.2 million, 14.3 million and 
15.1 million. 
The bulk of the fiscal 1973 reduction 
occurred among the elderly, who were 
shifted off welfare when they began 
receiv in g higher Social S ecurity 
benefits, and those persons on general 
assistance which involves no federal 
funds.

He said the commission recently 
m ailed a letter to company presidents 
asking them to "re-think the wisdom of 
large displays and to m ake sugges­ 
tions for conserving electricity.” 
H ie jurisdiction of the commission in 
the m atter is fuzzy, Iiedingham ad­ 
mitted. But he added that the utilities 


could Im* ordered to give private homes 
priority over commercial or municipal 
displays. 
However, Francis A. Coy, board 
chairm an of The May Co. in Cleveland, 
and chairm an of the city’s downtown 
lighting display committee, said there 
are no plans to reduce or cancel this 
year’s plans. 
"We feel that this is part of the

He said the public resistance would 
be so great that Congress might even 
legislate a price freeze, a policy tool he 
Recycling 
O f Alum inum 
Big Success

Aluminum recycling programs are 
‘‘growing by leaps and bounds” and 
may make the metal one of the 
cheapest to use, Reynolds Metals Co. 
officials say. 
Richard N. Bolling, manager of 
Reynolds’ recycling division, 
said 
Monday his company’s recycling 
activity now produces as much 
aluminum as if the company had built 
a new potline, a row of electrolytic 
cells used in the production of the 
metal. 
Speaking at a meeting on aluminum 
recycling, he said the process costs but 
a fraction of a potline and uses only 5 
per cent of the power required to 
produce an equal amount of primary 
aluminum. 
The aluminum industry has been 
under fire for its high electrical con­ 
sumption as the Northwest enters the 
winter with power reservoirs far below 
normal. 
T E. Feagin, director of marketing 
for the division, said that while it takes 
as much as three times the electricity 
to make a pound of aluminum as it 
does to make a pound of steel, it takes 
about a third less of the lightweight 
metal to make one can. 
Bolling and Feagin said that 
although the aluminum recycling 
effort was instituted under pressure by 
environmentalists concerned with can 
litter, pilot programs found that en­ 
vironmental concern alone wasn’t 
enough to get public cooperation. 
They said the program took off when 
the industry offered IO cents a pound 
for used cans. 
They said two major 
Seattle 
breweries recycled more than two 
million pounds of aluminum during 
September.

The government forces made little 
headway Monday. The highway, which 
has not been open to government 
traffic since Sept. 6, runs from Phnom 
Penh to Battambang Province, in 
northwest Cambodia. 


Another government column linked 
up Monday with the defenders of 
Vihear Suor 12 miles northeast of 
Phnom Penh after slogging through 
flooded marshlands for several weeks, 
the command said. Although the siege 
on the small provincial capital was 
broken two weeks ago, it has been 
under continuing pressure. 


In South Vietnam, the Saigon 
command said 37 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong soldiers were killed in 
three attacks in the Mekong Delta, 
while government casualties were six 
dead and 18 wounded.

In the wake of the Watergate 
scandal, numerous bills have been 
introduced in Congress to close the 
loopholes in the campaign contribution 
laws.

Antibiotics and pain killers are u sed 
to control "dry socket." 
The chances are that this will nev er 
happen again. Congenital or familial 
tendencies cou ld not accou nt for y ou r 
problem.

Speaking Of Your Health

Our child is to be admitted to the 
hospital in a few months for corrective 
eye surgery. 
We 
know of 
your 
interest 
in 
preparing children for the tonsil 
operation. 
Do you have any suggestions about 
how we might prepare our child for 
this type of surgery? 
Mr. and Mrs. W.L.H., Tenn. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. H.: 
The preparation of children for any 
type of operation has its basis in the 
concept of telling the child the com­ 
plete truth about what he can expect at 
the hospital. 
Doctors and psychologists have 
learned that when a child is armed 
with the truth and with an explanation 
of the reason for the operation he can 
encompass the entire experience with 
remarkably little emotional af­ 
termath. 
Doctors and parents now combine in 
preparing a child so that there is no 
longer a feeling of abandonment or 
punishment 
that 
formerly 
was 
associated with anesthesia, the 
operation, and the recovery period in 
the hospital. 
An excellent and thoughtful ap­ 
proach to the problem of eye surgery 
in children was recently reported by 
Dr. leonard Apt and his co-workers at 
the Jules Stein Eye Institute, UCLA 
School of Medicine in Los Angeles. 
They outlined methods by which 
“ separation anxiety” is minimized. 
Before children are admitted for 
surgery they are prepared to an­ 
ticipate everything that may arise, 
including temporary bandaging of the 
eyes and other factors uniquely 
associated with eye surgery. 
You will find it helpful to read to 


your child one of two story books in 
which I have personally supervised the 
writing. Although the 
d o o r s were 
planned especially for children who 
are about to have a tonsillectomy, the 
material in them can be easily adapted 
for other types of surgery. 
The books are titled “ A Visit to the 
Hospital,” 
by 
Francine 
Chase 
(Grosset & Dunlap), and a Pop-Up 
book, “ Going to the Hospital,” by 
Bettina Hark (Random House). 
Special instructions to parents are 
included in the books. Your own doctor 
will undoubtedly amplify these in­ 
structions to meet the specific needs of 
your 
child. 
In 
this 
way, 
the 
psychological trauma of the operation 
will be minimized. 


Twice in the last year I have had the 
painful complication of a dry socket 
after the extraction of teeth. 
Will I always be prone to this painful 
condition? 
Miss V.U., Neb. 
Dear Miss U.: 
It is probably a coincidence that you 
have had two such unpleasant com­ 
plications after the extraction of a 
tooth. 


A dry socket is considered an in­ 
fection of the bone from which the 
tooth was removed. 
Normally, a blood clot covers the 
site of the extraction, and carefully 
protects the bone as the healing 
process begins. 
Antibiotics and pain killers are used 
to control “ dry socket.” 
The chances are that this will never 
happen again. Congenital or familial 
tendencies could not account for your 
problem.

Fires were fo ught 
in pio neer day s with citizens lining up 
fro m the water so urce to the fire 
handing buckets full o f water

line. 
Needless to say , much o f the water was 
lo st lo ng befo re it ev er reached the 
fire. 
Nex t o n the list o f fire fighting in­ 
v entio ns was the “ Tham es” ro tary 
engine. Side brakes were intro duced 
with the “ Old Scio to .” It was pulled 
thro ugh the streets by m em bers o f the 
Scio to Hand Engine Co mpany . Men 
and bo y s o f the v illage to o k turns 
manning the brakes as they pumped 
water fro m cisterns and threw it o n the 
fire. 
Steam engines were drawn by ho rses 
and pumped water by steam . In tho se 
day s, the fire department co nsisted o f 
130 members div ided into fo ur co m ­ 
panies. The o rganizatio n was created 
and co ntro lled by municipal law and 
co m bined v o lunteer firem en with 
tho se being paid by a salary . 
leading the o rganizatio n were Chief 
E ngineer H. H. 
N ich o las, 
F irst 
Assistant Engineer F. H. Casper and 
Seco nd Assistant Engineer Charles 
Mcl^ean. 
Fo rty m em bers manned the Cir­ 
clev ille Co mpany No . 1 and o perated 
the steam engine “ Circlev ille.” Fo rty 
m em bers 
also 
o perated 
the 
“ Buckey e” steam engine and made up 
the Buckey e Engine and Ho se Co m­ 
pany . Only 20 m em bers were part o f 
the Niagara Ho se Co mpany that had 
charge o f two ho se carts. The “ Scio to ” 
hand engine was o perated 
by 30 
co lo red m em bers o f the Scio to Hand 
Engine Co mpany . 
Sho rtly after the turn o f the century , 
water had been piped thro ugh the 
streets and hy drants placed at co n­ 
v enient places. The steam engines 
were replaced by ho se carts and ho o k 
and ladder wago ns. The steam engines 
were kept in reserv e in case any thing 
sho uld happen to the hy drants. 
The first mo to rized fire truck was 
purchased March 17 ,1913 . The Ahrens- 
Fo x Co mpany in Cincinnati pro v ided 
the mo del which was later bo ught back 
by the manufacturer fo r $1. Heading 
up the department when the new truck 
was bro ught to to wn were Chief Walter 
C risinger, E m m ett H undley , Phil 
Berry . J o hn Baer, To m Strawser and 
J . M. Baer. 
During the late 20’s the transmissio n 
went o ut o f the 1913 mo del and the city 
co uncilmen sent it back to the co m ­ 
pany . 
The 
Ahrens-Fo x 
mechanics 
co mpletely disassem bled the truck 
and the “ City Fathers" were asked to 


lo o k at the ro ws o f parts which were 
o nce the fire engine. An o ffer o f 
$1 was 
accepted

started fo r the purchase o f the 1929 
Seagrav es. 
Amo ng the fires attended by the 1913 
mo del was a fire in the Unio n Herald 
o ffice April 15, 1915 at 4:10 p.m. A 
lighted match had caused escaping gas 
to ignite causing dam ages amo unting 
to $5. The building at that time was 
v alued at $2200. 
After nego tiatio ns were co mpleted 
with city co uncil, the 1929 Seagrav es 
was purchased.

The Circleville Fire Department has 
come a long way since the days of the 
“ bucket brigade” . Fires were fought 
in pioneer days with citizens lining up 
from the water source to the fire 
handing buckets full of water 
from 
person to person dowii the 
line. 
Needless to say, much of the water was 
lost long before it ever reached the 
fire. 
Next on the list of fire fighting in­ 
ventions was the “ Thames” rotary 
engine. Side brakes were introduced 
with the “ Old Scioto.” It was pulled 
through the streets by members of the 
Scioto Hand Engine Company. Men 
and boys of the village took turns 
manning the brakes as they pumped 
water from cisterns and threw it on the 
fire. 
Steam engines were drawn by horses 
and pumped water by steam. In those 
days, the fire department consisted of 
130 members divided into four com­ 
panies. The organization was created 
and controlled by municipal law and 
combined volunteer firemen with 
those being paid by a salary. 
leading the organization were Chief 
Engineer H. H. Nicholas, First 
Assistant Engineer F. H. Casper and 
Second Assistant Engineer Charles 
McLean. 
Forty members manned the Cir­ 
cleville Company No. I and operated 
the steam engine “ Circleville.” Forty- 
members 
also 
operated 
the 
“ Buckeye" steam engine and made up 
the Buckeye Engine and Hose Com­ 
pany. Only 20 members were part of 
the Niagara Hose Company that had 
charge of two hose carts The "Scioto” 
hand engine was operated by 30 
colored members of the Scioto Hand 
Engine Company. 
Shortly after the turn of the century, 
water had been piped through the 
streets and hydrants placed at con­ 
venient places. The steam engines 
were replaced by hose carts and hook 
and ladder wagons. The steam engines 
were kept in reserve in case anything 
should happen to the hydrants. 
The first motorized fire truck was 
purchased March 17,1913. The Ahrens- 
Fox Company in Cincinnati provided 
the model which was later bought back 
by the manufacturer for $1. Heading 
up the department when the new truck 
was brought to town were Chief Walter 
Crisinger, Em m ett Hundley, Phil 
Berry, John Baer. Tom Strawser and 
J. M. Baer. 
During the late 20’s the transmission 
went out of the 1913 model and the city 
councilmen sent it back to the com­ 
pany.

completely disassembled the truck 
and the “ City Fathers” were asked to

State Senator Harry L. Armstrong 
(R-Ixigan) announced today that he 
supports State Issue No. 4 and hopes 
the voters will pass this issue on 
November 6th.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
Federal 
Maritim e 
Commission, in a decision 
that could reduce ship traffic 
in some U.S. ports, has ruled 
in favor of shipping com­ 
panies and against port in­ 
terests. 
The 
commission 
ruled 
Monday 
that 
ships 
can 
discharge cargo destined for 
two ports at one selected port, 
then ship the cargo by land to 
the second port. 


The decision, coming in a 
three-year-old case filed by 
the City of Portland, Ore., 
involves issues at stake in 
numerous 
other 
cases 
brought by port 
interests 
after the advent of con­ 
tainerized shipping. 
The biggest advantage of 
container ships is their ability 
to be unloaded quickly. The 
fewer ports on which they 
call, the more effective 
economically they become. 


Portland’s case sought to 
keep ocean steamship com­ 
panies from 
unloading at 
Seattle cargo destined for 
Portland. The steamship 
owners paid the extra cost of 
transporting the cargo by 
land from Seattle to Portland 
but saved money since their 
ships were not tied up in U.S. 
ports as long. 
Portland said this practice, 
known as “ intermodal trans­ 
portation,” was causing eco­ 
nomic hardship to its port. 
“ Portland must bear in 
mind that although its in­ 
terest is one which we are 
bound to protect (and feel our 
decision here does so), the 
carriers and consignees also 
have interests which we must 
strive to protect and that the 
public interest is much larger 
than the needs of or desires 
(of a particular port area),” 
the commission said in its 
unanimous ruling. 


The ruling does not directly 
affect other diversion of 
cargo suits pending before 
the commission. However, a 
commission spokesman said 
the decision 
will set the 
guidelines for other cases. 
The commission has an­ 
nounced it plans to hold hear­ 
ings on a similar case brought 


by the Delaware R iver Port 
Authority and other Phila­ 
delphia port interests. Cases 
brought by other port areas 
are pending.

CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) - 
President Nixon has become 
a virtual commuter between 
the White 
House and his 
mountain lodge here, making 
five trips in the past week. 
Never before during his 
nearly five years in office has 
Nixon made so many jour­ 
neys to Camp David, one of 
his favorite retreats, in such a 
short period. 
The President braved a 
commuter’s nightmare to get 
here Monday night, driving 
up in the evening rush hour 
that invariably clogs nor­ 
thbound highways. 
Nixon’s only companions on 
the 70-mile drive were two Se­ 
cret Service agents. 
Shortly after his arrival, 
the area was hit by high 
winds, hail and electrical 
storms. 
There was no word on when 
Nixon would return to the 
White 
House and no 
ex­ 
planation of why he came. 
Deputy Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren said Nixon 
would be talking by telephone 
with Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger about Middle 
East 
developm ents 
and 
working at long distance with 
other aides on 
other 
un­ 
specified matters. 
Meanwhile, Warren said he 
will explore the possibility of 


documenting the President’s 
charges — made in last Fri­ 
day’s nationally televised 
news conference — that TV’ 
commentators have engaged 
in 
‘‘outrageous, 
vicious, 
distorted reporting.” 


Warren made the remark 
at a news briefing Monday 
when 
asked if the 
White 
House would provide what 
one reporter called a ‘‘bill of 
particulars.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
Federal 
Maritime 
Commission, in a decision 
that could reduce ship traffic 
in some U.S. ports, has ruled 
in favor of shipping com­ 
panies and against port in­ 
terests. 
The 
com m ission 
ruled 
Monday 
that 
ships 
can 
discharge cargo destined for 
two ports at one selected port, 
then ship the cargo by land to 
the second port. 


The decision, coming in a 
three-year-old case filed by 
the City of Portland, Ore., 
involves issues at stake in 
numerous 
other 
cases 
brought 
by 
port 
interests 
after the 
advent 
of con­ 
tainerized shipping. 
The biggest advantage of 
container ships is their ability 
to be unloaded quickly. The 
fewer ports on which they 
call, the 
more 
effective 
economically they become. 


Portland’s case sought to 
keep ocean steamship com­ 
panies 
from 
unloading at 
Seattle cargo destined for 
Portland. 
The steam ship 
owners paid the extra cost of 
transporting the cargo by 
land from Seattle to Portland 
but saved money since their 
ships were not tied up in U.S. 
ports as long. 


Portland said this practice, 
known as “intermodal trans­ 
portation,” was causing eco­ 
nomic hardship to its port. 
“ Portland must bear in 
mind that although its in­ 
terest is one which we are 
bound to protect (and feel our 
decision here does so), the 
carriers and consignees also 
have interests which we must 
strive to protect and that the 
public interest is much larger 
than the needs of or desires 
(of a particular port area),” 
the commission said in its 
unanimous ruling. 


'ITie ruling does not directly 
affect other diversion of 
cargo suits pending before 
the commission. However, a 
commission spokesman said 
the 
decision 
will 
set 
the 
guidelines for other cases. 
The commission has an­ 
nounced it plans to hold hear­ 
ings on a similar case brought 


by the Delaware River Port 
Authority and other Phila­ 
delphia port interests. Cases 
brought by other port areas 
are pending.

KINGMAN, Ariz, (AP)

were not burned, a Fire Department 
spokesman said. He described the fire 
as “ contained but not controlled.“ 
“ We don’t know what started it. 
Santa Fe says there weren’t any tank 
cars on the train,” said fireman H. R. 
Marshall. “ But something spilled 
down the tracks and caught all those 
cars on fire.” 
He said firemen, hampered by a 
shortage of water, were trying to work 
from both ends of the blaze toward the 
middle. 
“ We just can’t get any water way out 
there” he said. “ We have an 8,200- 
gallon water tanker, five trucks and a 
rescue unit there, but we’re really 
short of water.” 
Authorities said the westbound train, 
enroute from Chicago to San Fran­ 
cisco, derailed on a bridge a few 
hundred yards from Hackberry, a vil­ 
lage of a few hundred persons along 
U.S. 66 about 100 miles southwest of the 
Grand Canyon. Hackberry is 15 miles 
east of here. 
“ It was just a big, splashy fire and 
fortunately no one was injured,” said 
Bill Murie of the Arizona Department 
of Public Safety. “ We don’t know what 
started it yet, but it was a gasoline fire. 
We don’t know if it came from a 
tanker, txix car, cans or what.”

'The White House called the Times 
story “ distorted and unfair’’ and ac­ 
cused the staff of fired Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox of “ an 
inexcusable breach of confidence.” 
“ This information comes from a 
highly 
confidential 
conversation 
between Archibald Cox and former 
Atty. Gen. Kleindienst and from docu­ 
ments furnished voluntarily and also 
furnished in absolute confidence by the 
White House to Mr. Cox,’’ the White 
House said. “ The information fur­ 
nished by the White Hooke and Mr. 
Kleindienst put the matter into fair 
and accurate perspective.” 
'Hie Times quoted sources close to 
the case as saying that after Klein- 
dienst’s conversation with Ehrlich- 
man, Nixon called Kleindienst and, 
after calling him a “ vulgar name,” 
said, “ Don’t you understand the Eng­ 
lish language?” and ordered the ap­ 
peal stopped. 
"The President’s direction to Mr. 
Kleindienst was based on his belief 
that the Canteen case represented a 
policy of the Justice Department with 
which he strongly disagreed, namely 
that bigness per se was unlawful,” the 
White House statement said. 
“ When the specific facts of the ap­ 
peal were subsequently explained in 
greater detail, the President withdrew 
his objection and the appeal was 
prosecuted in exactly the form origi­ 
nally proposed.”

Data On Ford 
To Be Limited 
- 2 
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WASHINGTON (A P) - The Senate 
Rules Committee has agreed to a 
Justice Department request that it 
strictly limit access to 1,400 pages of 
“ raw” FB I investigative reports on 
the fitness of House Republican leader 
Gerald R. Ford to be vice president. 
Declaring they have no intention of 
stalling or delaying consideration of 
the nomination, committee members 
voted unanimously Monday to call 
Ford as the first witness at con­ 
firmation hearings beginning Thurs­ 
day morning. 
The Senate Democratic leadership, 
meanwhile, advocated 
“ all 
due 
deliberateness” on the nomination. 
Rules Committee Chairman Howard 
W. Cannon, D-Nev., said that Acting 
Atty. Gen. Robert H. Bork last Wed­ 
nesday withdrew by letter a previous 
Justice 
Department 
promise to 
provide nine committee members with 
summaries of the F B I’s investigation 
into Ford’s background. 
With Cannon abstaining, the com­ 
mittee voted unanimously Monday to 
accept Bork’s new offer to provide only 
the “ raw,” meaning 
unevaluated, 
investigative file. 
Access to that file is limited to 
Cannon and to the committee’s 
ranking Republican, Sen. Marlow W. 
Cook, 
R-Ky. 
They 
have 
been 
examining the file since Wednesday 
and are to prepare their own summary 
for committee members. 
Cannon said an F B I man is in the 
room with him at all times when he is 
inspecting the reports. He said the 
agent is thoroughly familiar with the 
raw data and can answer questions on 
it. 
All of the material is returned to the 
Justice Department each day when he 
and Cook have completed their ex­ 
amination of it, Cannon said. 
Cannon said the original promise to 
provide summaries to all members 
came from an assistant attorney 
general whose name he said he could 
not recall.
